FIGHT GOES TO THE WIRE 


FOOD BANKS DEMAND 
IS CAUSE FOR CONCERN 

MP FEARS TOO MANY APPLICANTS ARE NOW TREE-LOADERS’ 


The number of villagers re¬ 
quiring emergency stocks 
from a Northamptonshire 
food bank has soared accord¬ 
ing to a co-ordinator who 
fears food poverty is no long¬ 
er just an urban issue. 

Barbara Parfitt, of the Trus- 
sell Trust’s Towcester branch, 
based at the Youth Coffee 
House in Bransons Lane, says 
there has been a marked in¬ 
crease in people living in af¬ 
fluent parts of the county who 
have turned to the service dur¬ 
ing the past year. 

Across the East Midlands 
the trust has seen a 251 per 
cent rise in people using its 
services, which require re¬ 
cipients to first obtain a food 
‘voucher’ following an assess¬ 
ment by one of a number of 
agencies. 

Mrs Parfitt said: “Certainly 
over the last few months there 
have been more people using 
the food banks from the villag¬ 


es than from the town itself. 

“Maybe it isjust that aware¬ 
ness is getting through to the 
villages, but it’s also that times 
are hard for everybody.” 

According to the trust’s 
statistics, more than 913,000 
people received three days’ 
emergency food from its 
banks in 2013-14, compared 
with 347,000 in 2012-13. 

Mrs Parfitt said many of 
the people heading to the 
Towcester branch were strug¬ 
gling because there had been 
a delay in their benefit claims 
payments or they were in the 
process of changing to the Uni¬ 
versal Credit scheme. 

But she added there had 
been a worrying amount of 
recipients previously holding 
goodjobs who could not afford 
to pay their food bills. 

“We’ve seen people in real¬ 
ly influential places who have 
fallen on hard times,” she said. 

“The misconception is that 
it’sjust people on benefits that 


need access to the food, but it 
can be anyone.” 

Mrs Parfitt said that dona¬ 
tions have also gone up to ac¬ 
count for the demand. 

But Brian Binley, MP for 
Northampton South, believes 
the Trussed Trust’s figures 
were skewed by those making 
dishonest representations to 
get hold of food vouchers. 

He said: “I have no issue 
with charity. My issue is that 
this increase comes at a time 
when the economy is getting 
better, it isn’t a case of there 
being more and more poor 
people. 

“It’s partly because more 
and more people are free- 
loading. 

“From a man of my back¬ 
ground, that ain’t how you live 
your life.”

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‘Wall of silence’ in 
manslaughter case 



“Someone knows what 
happened that night” 


A husband is calling for some¬ 
one to break a wall of silence 
which is stopping police find¬ 
ing those responsible for the 
crash which killed his wife. 

John Smith heard the heart¬ 
breaking news on the eve of 
the second anniversary ofwife 
Joanna’s death that there was 
not enough evidence to prove 
who slashed the car tyres 
which caused the fatal crash. 

Joanna, 32, died in the ac¬ 
cident on the A45 near Earls 
Barton on the morning of 
April 10,2012. 

Her tyres had been deliber¬ 
ately damaged near her home 
in Grange Park, Northampton, 
along with three other vehi¬ 
cles, before she set off on her 
usual journey to work. 

Police said the damaged 
tyres had failed, which caused 
the crash, but without more 
evidence, those to blame for 
her manslaughter may never 
be brought to justice. 

Husband John, a former 
sports reporter for the North¬ 
amptonshire Telegraph in Ket¬ 
tering, said: “After two years, 
the hope of finding those re¬ 
sponsible was fading, but you 
never say never. 

“To hear the news was dis- 
appointing and it came at a 
difficult time, but I think the 
police have done all they can. 

“It’s going to come down to 
someone saying something. 


Someone knows who did 
this, who is responsible, but 
they are fearful of reprisals. I 
don’t think they realise what 
they have done to me and the 
family.” 

After two years of numer¬ 
ous police appeals and exten¬ 
sive investigations, officers 
told Mr Smith that while the 
tyres were damaged deliber¬ 
ately, they cannot say with 
which weapon or by who. 

It is believed Joanna’s car 
was randomly targeted, but 
Mr Smith fears a wall of si¬ 
lence has gone up so anyone 
who knows about what hap¬ 
pened is staying tight-lipped 
for fear of retribution or being 
implicated in the crime. 

He said: “Why anyone 
would do anything like this is 
beyond me, but it has massive¬ 
ly spiralled out of control and 
now they are scared of being 
caught up in it. Just to know 
that someone has been found 
responsible for it would be 
some sort of closure.” 

Despite moving to Lough¬ 
borough after his wife’s death 
because he couldn’t bear to 
continue living in their flat 
in Northampton, Mr Smith is 
still fighting for justice for his 
wife. He said: “Please come 
forward and please say some¬ 
thing ifyou know anything be¬ 
cause there’s grieving parents 
and a twin sister in another 
country who just want this to 
be over.” 


• • Speaking in 2013 on the first 
anniversary of her death, DCI 
Martin Kinchin said: “Although 
we do not believe the person who 
damaged Joanna’s car set out to 
cause her death, their actions had 
a very serious outcome and her 
family deserves to know what 
happened. 


“We believe someone knows who 
the offender is and would ask 
them to think about the impact 
Joanna’s death has had on her 
family and friends and to give 
us any information they have.”

Cage bird owners 


Bird thefts taking place 
across whole of the UK 


A couple have issued a warn¬ 
ing to other bird owners in 
Northampton after thieves 
stole a whole aviary full of 
canaries, sparrows and finch¬ 
es in an overnight raid. 

Marion Minney, who lives in 
Irondale Close, Briar Hill, with 
her husband,Peter, believes an 
organised gang was behind the 
theft of 22 birds from the avi¬ 
ary by the side of her property. 

The theft took place some¬ 
time between 7.30pm last Sun¬ 
day night and 6am on Monday. 
Mrs Minney said: “Whoever 
committed the robbery knew 
what they were doing. They 
knocked over perches and 
used a net to catch all the 
birds. 

“My husband, who is blind, 
really enjoyed the lovely sing¬ 
ing by the canaries. We are 
pensioners and we love look¬ 
ing after them. 

“We have had them since 
they were babies and some of 
them used to perch on your 
hand.” 

Mrs Minney said it was un¬ 
likely the birds, worth an es¬ 
timated £500, would ever be 
found, but wanted to warn 
other bird owners they need 
to secure their aviaries. She 
said: “Looking after the birds

is a hobby for us and we didn’t 
lock them up. Many other eld¬ 
erly people keep birds and we 
want to warn them they could 
be targeted by this organised 
group.” 

John Hayward, who has 
compiled a National Bird 
Theft Register, said people 
needed to “seriously step up 
security” around their avi¬ 
aries as there had been hun¬ 
dreds of bird thefts across the 
country in the past year. 

Mr Hayward said: “For the 
past year or so we have been 
compiling a list of a number 
of thefts of small exhibition 


ton in October 2012. 

Mr Hayward said one of the 
biggest recent thefts was of 400 
budgerigars from an aviary in 
Southampton, worth an esti¬ 
mated £60,000.

We suspect 
the maj ority of these thefts are 
being carried out by a specific 
team who are moving through 
the area and targeting aviaries 
and birdhouses.” 

Mr Hayward said some of 
the most exotic birds would 
fetch large amounts of money 
and it was suspected the sto¬ 
len birds were being sold on 
to breeders in Europe. 

Mr Hayward said: “The 
longer these thieves get away 
with it the longer they will per¬ 
sist.”

Grieving parents’ bid to 
lower speeds refused 



Rebecca Taylor died after a car crash between Blisworthand Milton Malsor 


The parents of a teenager 
killed in a car accident have 
failed in a bid to have the speed 
limit lowered on the North¬ 
amptonshire road where she 
died. 

Rebecca Taylor, aged 18, died 
in a car crash on the road be¬ 
tween Blisworth and Milton 
Malsor in September 2008 
while returning home from 
dropping her sister at school. 

Her mum, Nicole, and 
dad, Chris, have been lobby¬ 
ing Northamptonshire Coun¬ 
ty Council to lower the limit 
from 6omph to 40mph in a bid 
to ensure drivers do not have 
to deal with four successive 
changes in the speed limit be¬ 
tween Milton Malsor Cemetry 
and Blisworth. 

However, a council panel 
said three deaths in the last 
decade, including Rebecca’s, 
were not reason enough to 
change the limit and thereby 
“divert funding away from 
more pressing measures”. 

Mrs Taylor said: “We truly 
believe it is all tied up in votes 
and money. 

“Votes because it’s not pop¬ 
ular to restrict motorists, and 


money because signs and the 
policing of a new speed limit 
is money nobody wants to 
spend.” 

She added: “I expect driv¬ 
ers reading our story will 
think reducing the speed limit 
would have inconvenienced 


them. I would say to them 
they ought to try standing in 
our shoes. I can tell you as a 
mum who has lost her daugh¬ 
ter that saving a few seconds 
- and that’s all it is - is nothing 
compared to a lifetime with¬ 
out a loved one.”

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Concern over 
plan for new 
solar farm 



Flooding fears were rife as 
controversial plans for a solar 
farm at a Northamptonshire 
beauty spot went on display to 
the public for the first time. 

The land at Kingsthorpe 
Meadows was the subject of 
an auction battle in 2008 be¬ 
tween Councillor Ifty Chou- 
dary (Con, Abington ),and 
residents’ group NN2, which 
had raised £98,000 to turn the 
site into a nature reserve. 

To their surprise, Coun¬ 
cillor Choudary’s daughter 
bought the land at the auc¬ 
tion instead. The Conservative 
member has since drawn up a 
planning proposal with Green 
Switch Solutions to install a 
solar farm on his 28-acre site; 
the other 14-acre patch was 
handed over to the residents’ 
group for £36,000 in 2009. 

But some people living 
nearby believe installing 
thousands of two-metre high 
panels there will alter the 


meadows’ effectiveness as a 
flood plain for the River Nene, 
forcing a greater flow of water 
towards the town centre in 
rainy seasons. 

Speaking at a consultation 
meeting on Wednesday, Alan 
Hames, of the Nene flood Pre¬ 
vention Alliance, said: “I think 
this is an appalling plan. That 
land is there to protect North¬ 
ampton.” 

Assistant planner for 
Green Switch, John Hellawell, 
said measures could be put in 
place to mitigate the impact 
on the flood plain, including 
raising the panels up on rods 
to allow water to flow through. 

The space between the 
panels, he said, could even 
allow the land to be used for 
sheep grazing. 

He said: “The solar farm 
will provide energy at a peak 
output to 1,200 homes without 
removing prime agricultural 
land from usage.” 

Liberal Democrat borough 


councillor for the Kingsthorpe 
area, Councillor Sally Beards- 
worth, said her concern about 
the farm would be the visual 
impact on 25 acres of pictur¬ 
esque meadow. 

“People are very upset 
about this,” she said. “No one 
is against solar panels but in 
the right place. That has been 
a beautiful natural meadow 
for years.” 

Company director Oliver 
Mackaness, 39, of Boughton 
Park, was one of the people 
who donated funds to NN2 to 
buy the land for use as a nature 
reserve in 2008. 

He said: “It’s so galling that 
this could become a solar farm 
now.” 

But Councillor Choudary 
said opposition members 
have used the solar farm as a 
‘political football’ against him. 

He said he was willing to 
have a public meeting about 
the plans if it helped to allay 
residents’ concerns.

Judges deliver blow 
to extradition appeal 



Paul and Sandra Dunham could face extradition within 28 days now. 


A Northampton couple fear 
they could be extradited ‘any 
day now’ after they were told 
their case will not be heard at 
the Supreme Court. 

Paul and Sandra Dunham are 
being pursued by the US De¬ 
partment of Justice over alle¬ 
gations they embezzled more 
than one million US dollars in 
illegitimate expenses, a claim 
they deny. 

However extradition laws 
require the Dunhams to be 
flown over to the USA and 
kept in detention there for 
at least 12 weeks before their 
trial in what the High Court 
admitted could be harsh con¬ 
ditions. 

Last Thursday they learned 
their appeal against extradi¬ 
tion would not be heard in the 
Supreme Court. 

Mr Dunham said: “The 
problem we have now is that 
we could be extradited any 
day now. 

“All we know for sure is that 
this has to happen within the 
next 28 days, well be put on a 
plane and sent back to the US.” 


Mr Dunham was chief ex¬ 
ecutive, president and 20 per 
cent shareholder of PACE, a 
US company manufacturing 
soldering irons for the elec¬ 
tronics industry. 

Eric Siegel, the son of 
PACE founder, the late Wil¬ 
liam Siegel, is pursuing the 
charges. 


The couple have now writ¬ 
ten to the Home Office re¬ 
questing that it allows them a 
further 14 days to make a ‘rule 
39’ application to the Europe¬ 
an Court on Human Rights. Mr 
Dunham believes the British 
Government is doing all it can 
to protect the extradition laws 
with the US.

••Sara Homer said congestion 
now is just about manageable for 
most firms on the industrial estate, 
but developments at Wootton and 
Hardingstone could change that. 

• • She said: “Generally, we aren’t 
too bad, but if you slap 1,000 houses 
on the edge of Brackmills, with 
schools, doctors and the rest, we 
will inevitably become a cut- 
through. 

• • “What we don’t want is lorries 
being late and companies being 
penalised for it.” 

•• However, MrsHomersaid 
several mitigation measures were 
helping to ease current traffic 
problems. 

••Forexample,abus service, 
which stops at CoN Nect bicycle 
stations, which will be launched 
in June, will help encourage use of 
public transport. 


Several businesses are 
looking to leave Brackmills 
industrial estate because 
of congestion levels around 
Northampton, a former coun¬ 
cil leader has claimed. 

Ward councillor Phil Larratt 
{Con, East Hunsbury ), said 
the issue will get much worse 
unless drastic traffic im¬ 
provements are undertaken 
around the outskirts of the 
town. 

Speaking at the second 
combined Housing Action 
Groups’ meeting, focusing on 
plans for 26,000 new homes, 
Councillor Larratt, who 
worked at Brackmills until 
2011, said: “I was promised by 
a minister when I was [coun¬ 
cil] leader in 2004 it would be 
infrastructure, infrastruc¬ 
ture, infrastructure; those 
were his words. 

“There’s now a funding gap 
here of £400 million and that 
promise is clearly not happen¬ 
ing. 

“Why should all these 
homes be built without that 
money provided by ministers? ” 

Addressing a Highways 
Agency representative, he 


added: “All you’re doing is 
tinkering at the edges, talk¬ 
ing about improvingj unctions 
that are only going to delay and 
frustrate the people I repre¬ 
sent. 

“Asking people to shift 


from cars to bicycles, as the 
Joint Planning Unit suggest, 
is an absolute farce. 

“Some Brackmills busi¬ 
nesses are already looking to 
move because they are even 
now incurring penalties from 


people they are trying to de¬ 
liver to. 

“We are talking about the 
economic viability of Brack- 
mills and firms there. 

“Without hugely better 
roads, I fear for the future.”

Knill confident of survival 


Assistant boss backs ‘outstanding’ Cobblers to stay up

Assistant manager Alan Knill 
is confident the Cobblers will 
remain in the Football League 
if they can replicate the level 
of performance they showed 
against Portsmouth. 

Town lost 1-0 to Pompey, 
whose safety was ensured by 
Bristol Rovers’ loss to Roch¬ 
dale earlier in the day, when 
former Sixfields loanee Dan¬ 
ny East scored after four min¬ 
utes. 

It means Northampton re¬ 
main in the Sky Bet League 
Two bottom two, level on 47 
points with Wycombe and 
Rovers, who play at Adams 
Park this weekend. 

Just two games remain

“We’ve done everything in 
that game and I have to say I 
thought our performance was 
outstanding,” said Knill.
